Talked With Prisoners 


Newsmen who went to the 
I Tivoli Hotel were informed by 
Mr. Kenny, a member of the 
bar in California, and the bar 
of the Supreme Court, that the 
police had banned the news 
conference and ordered that no 
written statement be issued to 
the press. Mr; Kenny said he 
and his colleagues had. come to 
Portugal on an individual basis 
to look into human rights. 

While he was talking with 
newsmen, he was interrupted 
by a plainclothesman, who in- 
formed him that he and the 
others were requested to re- 
port at once to the security 
police. 

Intervention Is Denied 


Mr. Endicott, who was kept 
under police guard at the Lis- 
bon airport, energetically de- 
died Portuguese charges that 
he and his colleagues had inter- 
vened in domestic politics. 

The lawyers, who had been 
asked by colleagues in Paris to 
look into the Portuguese penal 
system, spoke at length with a 
high official in the Ministry of 
Justice and with the director 
of prisons, Mr. Endicott said. 

. The report on the investiga- 
tion was generally "mild,” he 
added. The lawyers concluded, 
he said, that the “gravest” as- 
pect of Portuguese law was a 
provision for “special security 
measures” that allow indefinite 
imprisonment for political of- 
fenses. 

The lawyers noted that one 
good aspect of Portuguese law 
was the absence of a death 
penalty. 

Mr. Endicott said that uniden- 
tified but well-informed sources 
had estimatetd that there were 
1,500 to 3,000 political pris- 
oners.

Mr. Kenny gained national 
note as one of the principal 
lawyers for Hollywood’s “un- 
friendly 10” screen writers in 
the House Un-American Activi- 
ties 1 Committee hearings in 
1947, In 1948, he was a promi- 
nent supporter of Henry A. 
Wallace’s Progressive Party. A 
senior partner of the Los An- 
geles law firm of Kenny, Morris 
& Ibanez, he is a persistent cru- 
sader and reformer. 

He has been accused of being 
a Communist and his activities 
have recurrently paralleled, if 
not coincited with, the Commu- 
nist line, but there has never 
been direct evidence of any 
■ closer connection. 

Mr. Treuhaft is the husband 
of Jessica Mitford, author of the 


controversial best-seller, “The 
American Way of Death.” 

She said he left Wednesday 
for Portugal to “learn about the 
condition of political prisoners 
there and draw attention to 
their plight.” She said Mr. 
Kenny had interested her hus- 
band in the Portuguese situa- 
tion.
